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PREFACE 

“/  have  considered  the  days  of  old ,  the  years  of  ancient  times”  Psalm  77:5. 

This  is  the  record  of  Samuel  Jones,  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C.  Revolutionary 
soldier  and  his  descendants,  and,  as  far  as  is  now  known,  is  the  only  printed 
history  of  this  family.  The  genealogical  data  in  most  instances  has  been  brought 
down  to  the  present  time.  In  addition,  old  military  lists  pertaining  to  this 
section,  and  data  on  some  of  the  allied  families  who  have  intermarried  with 
this  Jones  family  have  been  included. 

Major  Samuel  Jones  was  married  three  times  and  outlived  all  of  his  wives. 
The  two  daughters  of  his  first  marriage  died  early.  The  children,  three  sons, 
of  his  second  marriage,  removed  westward  in  the  heavy  migrations  of  the 
1830’ s  or  later.  All  the  descendants  of  his  third  marriage  remained  near 
present  Kershaw,  S.  C.  and  reared  their  children  on  the  family  plantations. 
Many  of  their  descendants  still  live  in  the  same  section  and  on  the  same 
family  lands.  The  early  members  of  the  Jones  family  were  of  sturdy  stock — 
self-reliant,  prolific  and  long-lived.  They  were  a  typical  pioneer  family,  not 
very  different  from  their  neighbors.  With  these  neighbors  they  shared  and 
overcame  the  hardships  of  early  Colonial  life  and  joined  with  them  to  serve 
their  country  in  times  of  common  danger.  The  history  of  these  settlers  and 
of  this  section  of  South  Carolina  is  closely  woven  together.  William  Jones,  Sr., 
father  of  Samuel  Jones,  brought  his  family  from  Tidewater  Virginia,  and 
settled  in  present  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C.,  about  the  time  that  Camden,  county 
seat  and  oldest  inland  town  of  South  Carolina,  was  settled.  The  town  of 
Kershaw,  where  many  of  the  family  still  live,  did  not  become  a  town  until 
1888,  over  100  years  after  the  first  Jones  family  settled  here. 

Every  effort  has  been  made  to  give  a  complete  record  of  each  branch 
of  the  family.  If  more  is  recorded  about  any  one  person,  family  or  period  of 
history,  it  is  because  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain  more  information  about 
that  one.  Considering  the  many  records  handled,  the  amount  of  data  recorded 
and  the  many  ways  in  which  it  has  been  received,  it  is  very  likely  that  some 
mistakes  will  be  found.  However,  every  possible  effort  has  been  made  to 
guard  against  error. 

This  history  has  been  compiled  with  no  other  motive  except  to  preserve 
for  us  and  for  our  children  the  story  and  the  records  of  our  ancestors,  that 
the  records  not  be  lost,  nor  the  family  forebears  forgotten.  It  is  a  work  of 
love  on  the  part  of  the  compiler  and  has  been  made  possible  only  because  of 
the  interest  and  cooperation  of  the  many  descendants.  These  have  been  most 
kind  in  sharing  their  family  records,  most  generous  with  their  encouragement 
and  most  patient  with  the  many  shortcomings  of  the  compiler.  To  mention 
by  name  all  who  have  been  so  helpful  would  be  almost  impossible  here,  but 
to  each  one  goes  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation.  Parker  Jones 
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INTRODUCTION 


As  far  as  is  known,  this  is  the  only  printed  history  of  the  Samuel  Jones 
family,  and  every  effort  possible  has  been  taken  to  make  it  clear,  accurate, 
interesting  and  informative. 

In  order  to  have  a  full  record  and  yet  save  much  space  and  expense,  it 
has  been  necessary  to  omit  many  things  and  to  use  abbreviations  for  certain 
often-used  words.  These  abbreviations  have  been  kept  as  simple  and  as 
uniform  as  possible  in  order  that  they  may  be  easily  understood.  Among 
the  abbreviations  most  used  are  the  following:

Jones  descendants  have  been  given  consecutive  numbers,  also  repeated 
with  their  pictures  to  make  easier  the  finding  and  tracing  of  names.  The 
letter  “a”  following  a  genealogical  number  indicates  an  adopted  child.  Names 
of  descendants  received  after  the  earlier  consecutive  numbering  of  976  Samuel 
Jones  descendants  have  been  given  higher  consecutive  numbers,  regardless  of 
where  they  occur  in  the  records. 

Chapter  subjects  and  headings  show  that  person’s  line  of  descent  from 
William  Jones  I,  South  Carolina  colonial  settler.  As  far  as  possible,  and  in 
most  cases,  the  records  of  the  daughters  have  been  placed  in  the  chapters 
with  their  fathers. 

In  general,  the  English  running  system  has  been  used  for  dates.  However, 
when  copying  obituaries,  old  epitaphs  and  other  important  old  records,  both 
spelling  and  dates  have  been  copied  just  as  they  appear  in  the  original  records. 
As  much  as  possible,  modem  township  and  county  names  have  been  used. 

The  county  line  between  Lancaster  and  Kershaw  Counties,  S.  C.,  runs 
through  the  center  of  the  town  of  Kershaw,  and,  also,  through  the  years  some 
changes  have  been  made  in  the  county  lines.  Therefore,  in  old  records,  it 
has  not  always  been  possible  to  give  the  correct  county,  and  in  many  such 
cases  the  location  has  been  given  only  as  “Kershaw"  or  “near  Kershaw,  S.  C.”

WILLIAM  JONES  I 


Va.  to  S.  C.  colonial  settler 


(1)  William  Jones  I,  colonial  settler  and  planter,  of  Welsh  descent  and  said 

to  have  come  from  Wales,  settled  first  in  or  near  Roanoke,  Va.  He 
removed  from  there  with  his  wife  and  family  and  settled  in  the 
Hanging  Rock  Creek-Little  Lynches  Creek  area,  s.s.e.  of  the  present 
town  of  Kershaw  in  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C.,  probably  between  1760 
and  1774,  and  was  given  a  South  Carolina  Royal  Land  Grant.  He 
evidently  lived  on  this  plantation  the  rest  of  his  life,  died  after 
13  April,  1793  and  is  buried  there  in  an  unmarked  grave.  He  was 
married  to  Elizabeth  King,  birthplace  unknown,  who  died,  aged 
97  years,  Kershaw,  S.  C.

(3)  Sarah  Jones,  married  _  Lizenbea,  and  living,  13  April  1793, 

in  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C.  See  Early  Document  3,  following. 

(4)  Samuel  Jones  I,  born  22  Sept.  1756,  a  South  Carolina  Revolutionary 

soldier,  private;  later  a  Major  in  the  South  Carolina  Militia.  See 
Chapter  2. 

Besides  the  above,  there  were  other  children  also.  Family  tradition  says 
that  No.  4  Samuel  I  was  the  youngest  of  seven  sons,  all  of  whom  were 
Revolutionary  soldiers.  Names  of  some  of  the  other  children  are  thought 
to  have  been  Rebecca,  Susannah,  Burrell  and  Seaborn  Jones. 

From  early  maps,  land  records  and  tradition,  it  seems  very  probable  that 
William  Jones  I  settled  about  four  or  five  miles  south  to  southeast  of  the 
present  town  of  Kershaw,  S.  C.  Family  tradition  says  that  he  was  buried 
there  on  his  plantation  on  Lockhart  Road  in  a  grave  marked  only  by  a  simple 
farm  stone  and  that  this  grave  has  often  been  pointed  out  by  the  older 
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generations  to  their  children.  His  wife,  Elizabeth  King  Jones,  evidently 
outlived  him  and  in  her  old  age  removed  to  the  home  of  her  son,  No.  4 
Samuel  Jones  on  Jones  Road  about  two  miles  east  of  Kershaw.  She  died, 
probably  after  1820,  aged  97  years  and  is  buried  there  beside  this  son  in 
Jones  cemetery.  See  Chap.  30. 

Through  the  years  this  section  has  been  officially  known  by  various  names, 
including  Craven,  Camden,  Lancaster  and  Kershaw  Counties  and  Districts, 
and  is  now  the  present  Kershaw  County.  Any  such  change  of  county  or 
district  names  in  the  records  of  this  book  indicates  a  change  in  the  name 
of  the  area  in  which  the  family  lived,  and  not  a  change  of  residence.  The 
original  Jones  family  not  only  settled  near  Kershaw,  S.  C.,  but  greatly  in¬ 
creased  their  land  holdings  and  remained  there  on  family  plantations  through¬ 
out  the  years,  and  while  many  Jones  descendants  have  removed  to  other 
sections  of  the  state  and  to  other  states,  many  descendants  still  live  in  this 
same  Kershaw  area  and  on  the  same  original  Jones  plantations. 

Early  Family  Traditions 

Strong  family  tradition  is  that  William  Jones  I,  certainly  of  Welsh 
descent,  came  from  Wales  and  settled  in  or  near  Roanoke,  Va.,  where  he 
and  his  brothers  worked  in  the  shipyards.  Later,  in  pre-Revolutionary  days, 
probably  between  1760  and  1774,  he  with  his  wife  and  family,  and  his  two 
brothers,  names  now  unknown,  removed  from  Virginia  to  South  Carolina. 
These  three  brothers  are  said  to  have  traveled  together  until  they  reached 
a  point  near  Rock  Hill,  S.  C.,  called  the  Junction.  There  they  separated 
and  William  Jones  I  settled  near  the  present  town  of  Kershaw,  S.  C.  and 
never  saw  or  heard  from  his  two  brothers  again. 

Another  family  tradition  is  that  the  first  member  of  this  Jones  family 
landed  in  Massachusetts,  and  further  tradition  adds  that  this  immigrant 
was  Christopher  Jones,  Captain  of  the  Mayflower.  Massachusetts  records 
show  that  the  Mayflower  with  101  passengers  and  with  Christopher  Jones 
as  Captain,  left  Southampton,  England,  on  5  Aug.  1620  and  arrived  at 
Cape  Cod,  Mass,  on  11  Dec.  1620.  Very  soon  afterward  these  colonists 
made  a  permanent  settlement  at  Plymouth  Plantation,  Mass.  These  records 
also  state  that  Capt.  Christopher  Jones  died  the  next  year.  A  1960  Thanks¬ 
giving  radio  program  stated  that  his  wife  survived  him. 

Another  family  adds  the  tradition  that  “our  forefathers  came  from 
England  and  landed  and  settled  in  or  near  Boston,  Mass.,  where  they  reared 
a  family  of  six  sons  and  two  or  four  daughters.  The  daughters  and  two  of 
the  sons  remained  in  Boston,  but  four  of  the  sons  came  South  and  settled 
in  various  states.” 


Early  Documents 

1.  Henry  E.  Chambers  in  A  History  of  Louisiana,  printed  in  1925  and 
1928,  on  page  nine  states  that  this  Jones  family  was  in  the  Lancaster  (later 
Kershaw)  District  founded  in  the  Colonial  period  of  our  history  and  that 
the  original  representatives  came  from  Wales. 

2.  EXTRACT,  in  part,  of  a  very  old,  handwritten  paper  found  in  a 
Jones  family  Bible:  “The  original  owner  of  much  of  the  land  on  both  sides 
of  the  Creek  .  .  .  were  given  by  Royal  Land  Grant  to  William  Jones  who 
came  from  Wales  ...  He  was  the  father  of  Sami  and  William  Jones,  both 
fought  in  the  Revolutionary  War.” 

3.  ABSTRACT:  “This  Indenture,  made  13  April  1793  between  William 
Jones  of  the  county  of  Kershaw  in  the  state  of  South  Carolina,  Planter,  and 
Sarah  Lizenbea  of  the  county  aforesaid,  daughter  of  the  said  William 
Jones,  witnesseth  that  he  as  well  for  and  in  consideration  of  the  natural  love 
and  affection  which  he  hath  and  beareth  unto  his  said  beloved  daughter 
Sarah  Lizenbea,  as  also  of  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  shillings,  Sterling  money 
of  the  said  state  .  .  .  hath  given  unto  his  said  daughter  Sarah  Lizenbea  and 
to  the  heirs  of  her  body,  Fourteen  head  of  meat  cattle  .  .  .  mark  in  the  right 
ear  called  a  poplar  leaf  .  .  .  and  branded  thus  W,  and  their  increase  ...  to 
peaceably  have,  hold  and  enjoy  without  any  molestation,  hindrance  or  in¬ 
terruption  whatsoever.  Witnesses:  Thomas  Williams,  Rebecca  (X)  Jones  and 
Susannah  (X)  Jones.  Signed,  William  (X)  Jones.” 

4.  ABSTRACT:  Bond  of  Samuel  Jones  of  the  State  of  South  Carolina, 
Kershaw  County  to  Joel  Dawson  of  North  Carolina  in  sum  of  $500,  dated 
8  Dec.  1796,  with  conditions  regarding  two  pieces  of  land — “one  containing 
the  plantation  whereon  I  now  live  all  this  side  of  the  Hanging  Rock  Creek 
given  to  me  by  my  father  William  Jones,  Sr.,  supposed  to  be  twenty -five 
acres  more  or  less;  the  other  piece  or  tract  of  land  contains  eighty-nine  acres, 
more  or  less  joining  this  said  tract  whereon  I  live,  also  (joining)  Mr.  Charles

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Chapter  2 

MAJOR  SAMUEL  JONES  I 

1756-1847 


Maj.  Samuel  Jones  (1756-1847),  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  son  of 
William  Jones  I,  S.  C.  colonial  settler. 

(4)  Samuel  Jones  I1  (son  of  No.  1,  see  Chap.  1)  private  in  the  Revolutionary 

War  and  Major  in  the  South  Carolina  Militia,  a  large  landowner, 
slave  holder  and  planter,  was  bom  22  Sept.  1756  in  Virginia  (prob¬ 
ably)  or  South  Carolina,  lived  near  the  present  town  of  Kershaw, 
S.  C.  and  died  there  on  20  Jan.  1847.  He  was  married  three  times, 
outlived  all  of  his  wives  and  is  buried  in  a  marked  grave  between 
the  graves  of  his  mother  and  his  last  wife  in  the  Jones  family 
cemetery  which  he  established  before  1795  on  his  plantation  on 
Little  Lynches  Creek.  This  plantation,  located  about  two  miles  east 
of  Kershaw,  S.  C.  on  the  old  Jones  Road,  now  State  Highway  157, 
has  remained  in  the  continuous  possession  of  his  descendants. 

Samuel  Jones  I  was  married  first  to  Elizabeth  Middleton  who 
died  between  1792  and  1795  and  is  buried  (probably)  at  the  foot 
of  his  grave  in  one  of  the  two  graves  there,  both  marked  by  plan¬ 
tation  stones  which  have  no  inscriptions. 

Children  of  his  first  marriage: 

(5)  Arabella  Jones,  born  6  May  1791;  her  headstone  says  she  “died  a 

small  girl”;  buried  in  Jones  family  cemetery. 

(6)  Elizabeth  Middleton  Jones,  b.  24  Aug.  1792,  died  about  1819,  buried 

in  Jones  cem. ;  her  headstone  says  she  died  “aged  27  years”.  She 
married  Jesse  Horton,  probably  of  near  Kershaw  and  possibly  a 
descendant  of  Joshua  Horton,  (of  England-to-Long  Island,  N.  Y. 
ancestors),  and  his  wife  Sarah  Hull,  who  emigrated  to  this  section 
of  South  Carolina  before  the  Revolutionary  War  and  reared  a  family 
here.  There  was  a  Horton  plantation  adjoining,  on  the  east,  that 
of  William  Jones  I.  See  Chap.  31,  Allied  Family,  Horton. 

1.  This  data  is  compiled  from  the  Family  Bible  records  of  Samuel  Jones  I,  his  Will, 
military  records  and  other  sources.

These  two  daughters  were  living,  not  married,  in  1839.  No 
further  record  of  them. 

Samuel  Jones  I  married  2nd,  Elizabeth  Welch,  d.  1800/1804,  buried  probably 
in  one  of  the  two  graves  which  are  at  the  foot  of  his  grave  in 
Jones  cemetery.  She  was  the  dau.  of  William  Welch,  Kershaw  Co., 
S.  C.,  Revolutionary  soldier  and  large  landowner.  See  Chap.  31, 
Allied  Family,  Welch. 

Children  of  his  second  marriage: 

(7)  William  Welch  Jones,  b.  25  Dec.  17%. 

(8)  Samuel  Jones,  II,  b.  27  Aug.  1798. 

(9)  John  Jones,  b.  20  Sept.  1800,  went  westward  with  his  two  brothers. 

No  further  record  of  him,  but  he  may  have  settled  in  Dallas  Co., 
Ala.,  where  his  uncle  Thomas  Welch  settled  and  died. 

Samuel  Jones  I  was  married  3rd,  in  1805(?)  to  Elizabeth  Hilton,  probably 
of  Kershaw  or  Lancaster  Co.,  S.  C.  She  died  between  15  Feb.  1816 
and  2  Feb.  1839  and  is  buried  in  a  marked  grave  beside  him.

OBITUARY,  Major  Samuel  Jones,  The  Camden ,  S.  C.,  Journal ,  Wed.,  3 
Feb.  1847 — “Death  of  the  Last  Revolutionary  Soldier  in  Kershaw  District. 

Died  on  Tuesday,  the  20th  of  January,  1847,  at  his  residence  on  Lynches 
Creek  in  this  District,  Major  Samuel  Jones  in  the  91rst  year  of  his  age. 

He  was  a  true  patriot  and  soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  Struggle  for  the 
Glorious  Independence  we  now  enjoy.  His  remains  were  conveyed  to  the 
old  burial  place  on  Lynches  Creek  and  there  enterred  in  the  sepulchre  by 
the  side  of  a  fond  and  loving  wife,  with  military  honors — that  respect  that 
is  due  every  venerable  deceased,  patriotic  revolutionary  soldier.  To  his  family, 
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his  connections  and  a  large  circle  of  numerous  friends,  his  death  will  prove 
a  bereavement  as  heavy  and  afflicting  as  it  will  be  irreparable. 

In  the  midst  of  a  social  circle,  where  he  was  esteemed  and  admired, 
surrounded  by  numerous  friends  and  kindred  by  whom  he  was  loved — the 
good  qualities  he  possessed,  with  affection  so  tenderly  and  assiduously  mani¬ 
fested  throughout  the  whole  tenor  of  his  beneficent  life,  ever  characterized 
in  his  intercourse  with  all,  by  honest  friendship,  frankness  and  generosity, 
will  ever  hold  a  lasting  place  in  the  hearts  of  his  family  and  neighbors. — Let 
him,  however,  lie  buried  in  the  silent  tomb!”

Military  Service 

Samuel  Jones,  a  private  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  served  590  days  in  two 
separate  periods  of  active  military  service  in  South  Carolina.  He  enlisted  first 
in  1778  in  Kershaw  District,  S.  C.,  under  Col.  John  Marshal  (also  Marshall), 
and  the  majority  of  his  service  wTas  in  Col.  Marshal’s  Regiment.  After  a  brief 
visit  home,  he  re-enlisted  under  General  Marion  and  later  served  under  General 
Sumter.  He  served  26  days  as  wagonmaster  to  the  militia  on  the  expedition 
to  Port  Royal,  S.  C.,  8  Feb. -6  March  1779,  and  took  part  in  the  Battle  of 
Camden,  S.  C.  on  16  Aug.  1780  wrhen  Baron  DeKalb  was  mortally  wrounded 
and  the  American  forces  badly  defeated.  He  was  present  17  July  1781  at 
the  Battle  of  Biggins  Church  (sometimes  listed  as  the  Battle  of  Wadboo), 
Berkeley  Co.,  S.  C.  under  Generals  Marion  and  Sumter.  He  also  took  part 
in  the  skirmish  at  Ratcliff’s,  the  Battle  of  Combahee  (near  Port  Royal,  S.  C.), 
at  the  Four  Holes,  a  tour  through  Orangeburg  District,  and  other  tours  and 
engagements  until  the  close  of  the  War.  Later  he  was  commissioned  a  major 
in  the  22nd  Regiment,  South  Carolina  Militia. 
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MILITARY  DECLARATION,  Samuel  Jones,  Revolutionary  War  File 
S  21  844:  “South  Carolina,  Kershaw  District,  In  the  Court  of  Ordinary — 
On  this,  the  3rd  day  of  April  1833,  personally  appeared  in  Open  Court 
befort  the  Hon.  William  D.  Martin,  a  Judge  in  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  now  sitting,  Samuel  Jones  a  resident  of  the  district  and  State  aforesaid, 
aged  about  seventy  years,  who  being  first  duly  sworn  according  to  law,  doth 
on  his  oath  make  the  following  declaration  in  order  to  obtain  the  benefit 
of  the  Act  of  Congress  passed  June  7,  1832  that  he  entered  the  service  of 
the  United  States  under  the  following  named  officers  and  served  as  herein 
stated.  That  he  entered  the  service  in  Kershaw  District  in  the  State  where 
he  resided  as  a  volunteer  under  Captain  Wm.  Nettles  in  Col.  Marshal’s  Regi¬ 
ment  on  or  about  December  1778  and  was  out  until  Gates’  Defeat  in  August, 
1780.  A  part  of  the  above  time  was  under  the  command  of  Lieut.  Abram 
Myers  while  Capt.  Nettles  was  on  furlough.  In  the  time  above  was  out  about 
Eighteen  months  and  was  in  the  Skirmish  with  the  British  and  tories  at 
Ratcliff’s.  Afterwards  re-entered  the  service  as  a  volunteer  under  Capt.  Barclay 
under  Genl.  Marion  on  or  about  March,  1781  and  was  in  the  Skirmish  at 
Biggin  Church  in  the  summer  of  1781  and  also  in  the  Battle  fought  by  Marion 
and(?)  Sumter  at  Combahee  and  was  out  in  service  at  this  time  ten  months. 
Besides  the  service  above  was  out  on  irregular  service  in  a  tour  through  Orange¬ 
burg  District  and  at  the  four  holes  under  the  command  of  Captain  Thomas 
Watts;  under  Gen’l  Sumter  about  four  months,  but  dates  not  recollected.  He  has 
no  documentary  evidence  of  his  service  nor  is  it  possible  now  to  procure 
such.  This  deponent  was  over  two  years,  nearly  three  years  in  the  aforesaid 
service  .  .  .  Sworn  to  and  subscribed  this  day  and  year  aforesaid. — Sam’l 
Jones. — Sworn  in  open  Court,  Test.,  John  J.  Blair,  Clk.” 

“We,  James  Blair  and  Chapman  Levy,  residing  in  Kershaw  District,  S.  C., 
and  the  Rev.  Henry  H.  Shrock,  a  clergyman  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
church,  residing  in  Kershaw  District  aforesaid,  hereby  certify  that  we  are 
well  acquainted  with  Samuel  Jones  .  .  .  that  he  is  reputed  and  believed  in 
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the  neighborhood  where  he  resides  to  have  been  a  soldier  of  the  Revolution 
and  that  we  concur  in  that  opinion.  Sworn  to,  subscribed  and  signed  by 
above,  3  April  1833.” 

2.  Amended  Military  Declaration,  Samuel  Jones:  “South  Carolina,  Ker¬ 
shaw  District — On  the  first  day  of  Jan.  A.D.  1834,  personally  appeared  in 
open  court  before  Hall  T.  McGee,  Esquire,  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Ordinary 
now  sitting,  Samuel  Jones  who  deposeth  that  the  service  rendered  by  him 
during  the  Revolutionary  Was  as  set  forth  in  his  declaration  here  unto  pre¬ 
fixed,  was  not  as  a  drafted  militia  man,  but  was  in  the  capacity  of  a  volun¬ 
teer:  that  he  entered  the  service  as  before  stated  on  or  about  Dec.  1778  for 
a  term  of  six  months,  which  he  renewed  at  its  expiration  alternately  at  the 
end  of  each  six  months  thereafter  without  returning  home  until  after  Gates’ 
defeat  in  August  1780,  making  18  months.  The  ten  months  service  under 
Captains  Barclay  and  Myers  under  the  command  of  Gen’l  Marion  was  a 
volunteer  service  and  renewed  at  the  end  of  six  months  in  like  manner  as 
the  service  last  above  stated,  until  he  obtained  leave  of  Gn’l  Marion  to  return 
home.  The  four  months  tour  under  the  command  of  Gen’l  Sumter  was  also 
a  volunteer  service  ...” 

EXTRACT,  Letter:  “Capitol,  8  Jany.  1834 — “I  send  you  the  amended 
declaration  of  Major  S.  Jones  ...  I  have  known  him  from  my  boyhood  and 
have  often  heard  my  father  (who  is  now  dead)  speak  of  Jones  as  a  camp 
associate  and  one  of  the  most  daring  and  efficient  private  soldiers  of  the 
Revolutionary  War.  I  have  often  heard  my  Father  mention  the  same  officers 
that  Jones  speaks  of  in  his  declaration  .  .  .  (signed)  James  V.  Blair.” 


Land  Records 

After  his  return  from  the  Revolutionary  War,  Samuel  Jones  settled  down 
to  the  customary  life  of  a  southern  planter.  He  acquired  many  tracts  of  land 
in  Lancaster  and  Kershaw  counties,  S.  C.,  by  state  grants,  purchase  and  in¬ 
heritance  and  became  one  of  the  largest  landowners  of  this  section.  Part 
of  his  lands  extended  from  the  present  Haile  Gold  Mine  near  Kershaw,  S.  C. 
(where  gold  was  first  discovered  on  a  creek  on  Col.  Benjamin  Haile’s  plan¬ 
tation  in  1827)  on  both  sides  of  Little  Lynches  Creek  southward  below  the 
Sand  Hill  community.  Many  of  the  present  roads  of  this  section  were 
originally  roads  to  his  farms  or  to  the  homesteads  of  his  children.  He  also 
owned  land  on  Hanging  Rock  Creek,  and  elsewhere.  He  had  many  slaves — 
70  are  named  in  his  will  and  it  is  thought  that  he  owned  more  in  his  younger 
days.  It  was  said  that  he  was  always  firm  yet  kind  to  his  slaves  and  was 
never  known  to  have  separated  a  slave  family.

Dr.  John  Welch  Jones  went  from  Alabama  to  Louisiana  in  1848, 
graduated  in  medicine  from  Tulane  University  in  1852,  soon  gained 
a  large  practice  in  East  Baton  Rouge  and  E.  Feliciana  Parishes,  La., 
rendered  great  service  in  the  yellow  fever  epidemics  of  1853,  1855 
and  1857;  was  elected  Superintendent  of  the  Louisiana  State  Insane 
Asylum  in  1874  and  served  there  until  1888. 

When  the  Civil  War  began,  he  raised  a  company  of  115  men, 
the  “Plains  Cavalry”,  was  chosen  its  captain  and  commanded  it  until 
after  the  Battle  of  New  Orleans.  In  1865  he  was  on  board  a  steam¬ 
ship  on  Tombigee  River  when  its  boiler  exploded  during  battle,  and 
of  the  39  men  on  board,  he  alone  escaped  instant  death,  but  was 
so  seriously  injured  that  he  was  not  able  to  resume  his  medical 
practice  until  1869. 

He  retired  from  public  service  in  1888  and  took  over  the  manage¬ 
ment  of  his  plantation.  “A  Mason  and  a  United  Confederate  Veteran, 
a  staunch  advocate  of  the  principles  of  the  democratic  party  and 
always  deeply  interested  in  all  things  that  make  for  human  progress 
and  happiness.”

HILTON  JONES 
1807  - 1886 


Hilton  Jones  (1807-1886),  son  of  Major  Samuel  Jones,  Rev.  soldier 
(1756-1847),  son  of  William  Jones  I,  colonial  settler. 

(11)  Hilton  Jones1  (son  of  No.  4),  b.  22  Aug.  1807  (one  record  says  23  Aug.) 

near  Kershaw,  S.  C.,  a  planter  and  a  slaveholder,  lived  in  Sand  Hill 
com.,  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C.  and  d.  there  18  June  1886,  buried  in  Sand 
Hill  cem.  He  was  m.  on  28  Nov.  1838  to  Emily  Moore,  b.  3  April 

1816,  Wadesboro,  Anson  Co.,  N.  C.,  d.  _  May  1906,  Kershaw, 

buried  beside  him.  She  attended  a  finishing  school,  later  called 
Mitchell  College,  in  Statesburg,  N.  C.,  and  was  considered  a  well 
educated  woman  for  her  time. 

The  home  of  Hilton  Jones,  in  Sand  Hill  com.  near  Kershaw, 
was  visited  in  early  1865  by  a  band  of  Sherman’s  Raiders  on  their 
way  to  North  Carolina  after  his  famous  March  to  the  Sea  (from 
Chickamauga  to  Atlanta  to  Savannah,  Ga.)  At  this  home,  as  at 
many  other  places  along  their  march,  these  men  ate  the  supper, 
destroyed  or  took  other  provisions  and  ripped  up  the  feather  mat¬ 
tresses.  They  couldn’t  believe  their  luck  when  they  found  several 
jars  of  wine  in  the  kitchen  safe,  but,  fearing  it  might  be  poisoned 
for  their  benefit,  poured  it  out.  Hilton  Jones,  then  58  years  old 
and  with  his  five  oldest  sons  gone  to  War  (the  oldest  had  been  killed 
in  battle),  attempted  to  protect  his  home,  and  was  physically  abused 
by  the  Northern  raiders. 

Emily  Moore  Jones  was  the  dau.  of  Dickerson  Moore  and  Rosa 
Anna  Benton  (see  Chap.  28)  of  Anson  Co.,  N.  C.  Their  children 
(known)  were  John,  William,  Sarah,  Rosa,  Emily  and  George 
Moore.  The  B.  C.  Moore  chain  stores  were  founded  by  a  descendant 
of  this  Moore  family.

And  in  addition  to  these  children,  Emily  Moore  Jones  always 
regretted  the  premature  loss  of  twins,  caused  by  a  fall  received 
while  riding  horseback. 

OLD  NEWSPAPER  CLIPPING:  “Died  of  typhoid  fever  on  the  27th  of 
Sept,  last  (1874),  Miss  Rosa  Emily  Jones,  dau.  of  Hilton  Jones  and  Emily, 
his  wife.  Thus  has  passed  away,  in  the  nineteenth  year  of  her  age,  one  of 
the  loveliest  and  most  amiable  young  ladies  whom  it  has  ever  been  my 
privilege  to  know  well  in  all  the  bright  phases  of  a  useful  and  beautiful  life.  She 
was  a  lovely  daughter,  a  comfort  and  a  blessing  to  her  parents.  It  was  her 
greatest  happiness  to  soothe,  by  her  untiring  devotion,  their  declining  years. 
She  joined  the  Baptist  church  (Sand  Hill,  Kershaw,  S'.  C.)  on  the  8th  of 
March  1874,  and  has  ever  thereafter,  up  to  the  period  of  her  death,  illustrated 
all  the  Christian  virtues  most  pleasingly  by  her  life.  Thus  has  passed  away 

in  the  bloom  of  youth  and  health  one  of  the  loveliest,  best  and _ young 

ladies  of  our  land.” 

(321)  Samuel  Dickerson  Jones  (son  of  No.  11),  b.  4  Dec.  1839,  a  Con¬ 
federate  soldier,  not  married,  was  killed  21  July  1861  in  the  First 
Battle  of  Manassas,  Va.,  about  30  miles  S.W.  of  Washington,  D.  C. 
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This  southern  victory,  the  first  important  battle  of  the  war,  “changed 
the  status  of  the  conflict  from  that  of  a  rebellion  to  that  of  a  civil 
war.”  After  death,  his  sword  was  brought  home  to  his  parents  and 
is  still  in  the  possession  of  Kershaw,  S.  C.  descendants. 

He  was  teacher  of  the  Sand  Hill  school  in  his  home  community 
when  the  War  started  and  he  volunteered  at  once  for  military  service.

She  was  m.  at  her  home  on  14  Jan.  1886,  “a  very  snowy  day”, 
by  Rev.  John  G.  Richards  of  Liberty  Hill  to  John  Boyd  Magill,

Co.,  S.  C.,  d.  21  July  1915,  buried  in  Kershaw  cem.,  an  elder  for 
many  years  of  Kershaw  First  Presbyterian  church;  son  of  James 
Robert  Magill  and  his  first  wife,  Rebecca  Jane  Fraser,  Kershaw

He  separated  from  most  of  the  men  in  his  company  at  Lancaster, 
S.  C.,  opposite  the  site  of  the  present  post  office  and,  in  accordance 
of  the  terms  of  surrender,  was  given  an  old  army  horse.  This  horse 
was  so  poor  and  feeble  that  he  would  not  ride  it,  but  leading  the 
horse,  walked  from  Lancaster  to  his  home  near  Kershaw,  S.  C., 
arriving  there  just  in  time  for  breakfast.  The  horse  was  used  to 
work  a  crop  that  year.

OBITUARY,  Death  of  Colonel  Burrell  Jones,  The  Kershaw,  S.  C.,  Era, 
20  May  1896:  “At  his  home  on  the  east  side  of  Lynch’s  Creek  on  Saturday 
last,  Burrell  Jones,  who  about  four  years  ago  was  stricken  with  paralysis  from 
which  he  never  recovered,  breathed  his  last  at  the  ripe  age  of  86  years,  7 
month  and  twenty-four  days. 

Col.  Jones  volunteered  as  a  soldier  in  the  Florida  War  in  1836,  joining 
Capt.  Chestnut’s  company  of  mounted  rifles.  The  company  was  composed 
of  eighty-eight  men  and  it  may  be  of  interest  to  state  that  since  Col.  Jones’ 
death,  only  two  survivors  of  it,  Mr.  W.  B.  Clanton  and  Mr.  Wm.  Gainer,  are 
left1.  In  1855,  Col.  Jones  was  elected  Colonel  of  the  Militia,  and  his  military 
career,  for  which  he  seemed  to  have  a  passionate  fondness,  including  both 
his  active  and  Militia  service,  covered  a  period  of  42  years.  At  the  close  of 
the  late  War  he  was  confined  in  prison,  and  a  singular  coincidence  is  that 
Mr.  Nat  Gay,  who  died  the  day  before  Col.  Jones,  which  we  record  above, 
was  a  prisoner  with  him  and  both  married  ladies  of  the  same  name. 

Col.  Jones  leaves  a  wife  and  seven  children,  B.  M.  and  Jno.  C.  Jones,  Mrs. 
Sarah  E.  Gardner,  Mrs.  Laura  J.  Gregory,  Mrs.  Harriet  E.  Jones  and  Misses 
Cornelia  E.  and  Emma  E.  to  mourn  his  departure.  Col.  Jones  was  one  of 
the  most  prominent  citizens  of  this  section.  He  joined  the  Baptist  church  in 
1849  and  was  an  active  and  consistent  member  up  to  the  time  of  his  affliction. 
He  lived  a  long  and  useful  life  and  leaves  behind  him  an  unsmirched  record.”

1956 — “High  Point  owes  a  great  debt  to  Grover  H.  Jones,  whose  death,  not 
unexpected,  occurred  on  Monday. 

Aside  from  his  great  contributions  to  his  city  and  state  as  a  churchman, 
he  left  a  permanent  mark  on  municipal  affairs.  And  as  we  survey  our  city 
today,  we  must  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  a  very  healthy  mark  indeed. 

Perhaps  he  received  his  greatest  accolades  as  a  result  of  his  work  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  digging  of  the  big  ditch  through  the  city.  The  legal  compli¬ 
cations  were  tremendous,  including  the  working  out  of  arrangements  with  the 
Southern  Railway  and  then  the  long  drawn-out  business  of  claims  for  land 
taken  to  provide  the  right-of-way. 

Our  city’s  bankers  and  other  financial  operators  will  also  recognize  hri 
magnificent  job  of  steering  the  city’s  legal  course  through  black  financial  days. 
To  Grover  Jones  must  go  a  large  share  of  the  credit  for  bringing  our  city 
from  the  brink  of  financial  disaster  to  its  high  standing  in  economic  circles 
today. 

Attesting  to  his  strength  of  character  was  the  fact  that  this  man  did  not 
bend  at  every  breeze  of  pressure  from  the  rest  of  the  world.  His  conservative 
dress  and — more  apparent  to  most — his  love  for  an  ancient  automobile  are 
evidences  that  Grover  Jones  was  one  who  not  only  gave  but  took  from  life 
that  which  is  best  and  stuck  by  it. 

This  basic  conservatism,  combined  with  an  excellent  legal  mind  and  a 
wealth  of  experience,  made  him  an  important  factor  in  the  city  government 
of  High  Point.

The  writer  knew  her  for  25  years,  and  was  her  pastor  for  15  or 
20  years  and  he  found  her  as  devoted  to  her  church  as  if  she  did  not  have  a 
care  on  earth. 

She  was  baptized  into  the  fellowship  of  the  Sand  Hill  Baptist  church,  Ker¬ 
shaw  Co.,  July  1849  with  her  devoted  husband,  Mr.  Seaborn  Jones,  by  Rev. 
Joseph  Copeland,  and  they  remained  members  of  that  church  for  many  years, 
until  about  1890  when  they  transferred  to  what  is  now  “The  Kershaw  Baptist 
church,”  then  Laurel  Hill — and  she  died  a  devoted  member  of  that  church. 

There  were  bom  to  her  and  her  devoted  husband  seven  children,  three  of 
which  are  living.

She  said  that  I  would  find  many  things  to  discourage  me,  but  she 
would  promise  to  always  aid  me  in  my  work — this  she  did  in  every  way  she 
could  and  when  years  of  experience  had  taught  me  that  her  words  were  only 
too  true,  I  could  only  look  back  and  see  that  if  it  had  not  been  for  friendship 
and  substantial  aid  from  this  faithful  servant  of  God,  the  young  preacher 
would  have  oftentimes  failed.  Sister  Jones  never  failed  in  one  thing,  no  matter 
whatever  else  went  wanting  and  that  was  to  contribute  to  aid  her  pastor  in 
word  and  deed. 

Her  familiar  face  and  footsteps  are  gone  from  her  home  to  be  seen  or

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Chapter  30 

FURTHER  RECORDS 


1.  Origin  of  Family  and  Name. 

The  ancestors  of  the  Samuel  Jones  family  of  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C.  like  those 
of  many  other  families  of  this  section,  originally  came  from  Wales.  Indeed, 
the  vast  majority  of  Jones  families  originated  either  in  Wales  or  in  the  English 
shires  which  border  Wales.  The  name  of  Jones  is  distinctly  Welsh  and  the 
line  goes  back  to  the  ancient  Kings  and  noblemen  of  that  country.  The  Jones 
family  belonged  to  one  of  the  tribes  of  Cimbri  which  ruled  Wales  when  it  was 
a  free  state. 

The  Welch  people  were  rather  late  in  taking  up  the  custom  of  using  sur¬ 
names;  when  finally  they  did,  they  had  become  acquainted  with  their  English- 
speaking  neighbors  and  had  intermarried  with  them  to  a  sufficient  extent  to 
introduce  the  partial  use  of  the  English  language.  The  commonest  system  used 
by  the  Welch  in  choosing  surnames  seems  to  have  been  to  adopt  the  Christian 
name  of  some  progenitor  and  add  the  letter  “s”,  signifying  the  possessive  form. 
Obviously  the  name  of  Jones  belongs  in  this  category,  deriving  from  “John’s” 
— son  of  John.  Since  John  is  one  of  the  commonest  Christian  names  for  men, 
there  probably  were  thousands  of  Welshmen  named  John  not  necessarily  re¬ 
lated  to  one  another.  Similarly,  there  are  many  families  named  Jones,  often 
within  the  same  section  or  county,  not  necessarily  related  to  one  another. 

Many  of  these  Jones  families  migrated  from  Wales  to  America,  especially 
in  1635,  and  many  settled  in  Virginia,  coming  either  directly  to  that  state  or 
by  way  of  the  colonies  of  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland.  From  there  they  spread 
into  many  parts  of  the  state  and  country. 

There  were  many  coats-of-arms  assigned  to  different  branches  of  the  Jones 
family,  but  the  charge — the  lion  rampant — was  a  common  characteristic  of 
nearly  all. 


2.  The  Jones  Family  Cemetery. 

The  Jones  family  cemetery1  was  established  before  1795  by  Major  Samuel 
Jones  I  on  his  plantation  on  Little  Lynches  Creek,  about  two  miles  east  of 
Kershaw  on  the  old  Jones  Road  (State  Highway  157)  and  contains  31  marked 
graves  surrounded  by  an  iron  fence.  It  is  said  that  the  family  slaves  were 
buried  just  below  and  outside  this  cemetery.  Because  of  the  general  interest

There  are  also  two  other  graves  with  very  dim  inscriptions  on  native  stone 
markers,  of  the  1820  period  and  bearing  the  name  Truesdel.  These  probably 
mark  the  graves  of  early  children  of  Jesse  Edward  and  (No.  10)  Edith  (Jones) 
Truesdel. 

The  two  graves,  marked  with  uninscribed  farm  stones  at  the  foot  of  the 
grave  of  Major  Samuel  Jones  I,  are  probably  those  of  his  first  two  wives, 
Elizabeth  Middleton  and  Elizabeth  Welch. 

3.  Some  Early  Jones  Land  Records. 

Royal  Land  Grants  from  the  King  of  England  were  given  to  South  Carolina 
colonial  settlers  until  the  beginning  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  After  that, 
South  Carolina  State  Grants  were  given  to  many  who  made  proper  application. 
A  Royal  Land  Grant  to  William  Jones  I  in  that  part  of  old  Craven  now  known 
as  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C.,  and  some  30  South  Carolina  State  Land  Grants  to 
William  Jones  and  Samuel  Jones  are  recorded  in  State  Records  in  the  South 
Carolina  Archives  and  in  the  Office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  Columbia,  S'.  C. 

In  addition  to  these  grants,  there  are  many  other  papers  and  records  con¬ 
cerning  early  Jones  lands.

Horton

The  names  of  William  Jowers  and  James  Jowers,  Chesterfield  Co.,  appear 
on  a  Road  Petition,  dated  14  Nov.  1823,  concerning  a  desired  road  from  the 
bridge  on  Thompson’s  Creek  in  Chesterfield  District — “where  the  stage  now 
passes” — to  Tiller’s  Ferry  on  Lynches  Creek  .  .  .”  (Reference:  South  Carolina 
State  Archives  Records.) 

EXTRACT  from  Diary  of  L.  E.  Gardner  (1853-1925)  Jefferson,  S.  C. : 
“In  conversation  with  Mr.  Levi  Knight  on  March  28,  1904,  he  told  me 
he  was  84  years  of  age.  He  said  he  commenced  work  at  the  Brewer  gold 
mine  when  he  was  9  years  old  and  worked  there  50  years.  He  said  the  mine 
was  discovered  by  Burwell  Brewer.  Gold  was  found  by  panning  the  top  soil 
on  the  hill.  Log  rockers  were  used  to  wash  out  the  gold.  The  soil  was  put 
into  donkey  carts  and  hauled  down  to  Fork  Creek  and  run  through  the  rockers. 
Mr.  Knight  said  he  had  often  seen  40  pwts  (?)  of  gold  rocked  out  of  one  cart 
load  of  dirt.” 

“The  big  40  stamp  mill  at  Brewer  gold  mine  was  put  in  operation  April

The  Magill2  family  probably  originated  in  Galloway,  s.w.  Scotland,  but 
spread  to  s.e.  and  central  Scotland  by  the  16th  century  and  was  found  in 
Ireland  by  the  17th  century,  if  not  long  before.

Truesdel  -  Truesdale 

Forefathers  of  the  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C.  branch  of  the  Truesdel  family  re¬ 
moved  from  England  to  Ireland  in  1647.  Years  later,  the  immigrant  ancestors, 
John  Truesdel  I  and  his  wife  Mollie  Hollingsworth,  migrated  to  America  and 
settled  on  Hanging  Rock  Creek,  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C,  shortly  before  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  War. 

Prior  to  the  15th  and  16th  centuries,  no  surnames  (last  names)  were  used 
in  England.  Then  families  derived  their  last  names  either  from  their  occupation, 
or  from  their  places  of  residence.  The  English  name  of  Truesdel  is  said  to 
have  been  derived  from  the  residence  of  its  first  bearer — “Troutsville”,  York¬ 
shire,  England.  This  was  probably  pronounced  “Trootsville”  and  in  ancient 
records  the  name  is  found  written  variously  as  Troutsdale,  Truesdel,  Trewsdell, 
Truesdel,  etc.  (From  an  old  newspaper  clipping)

I  hope  these  lines  will  find  you  in  good  health  as  we  are  at  present,  thanks 
to  God  for  it.  We  received  no  letter  these  sixteen  years  which  gives  us  to  think 
you  were  not  living.  We  got  word  this  day  in  a  letter  that  came  from  Samuel 
Peterson  who  went  to  America  with  you  that  you  and  your  wife  were  both 
living.  My  father  is  living  and  in  good  health.  My  brother  James  and  brother 
Thomas  are  both  dead.  My  sister  died  in  a  fever. 

Brother  Robert  is  well  and  married  about  a  year  ago  and  lives  with  his 
uncle.  Your  son  Robert  left  us  about  ten  years  ago — he  went  to  sea.  He  wrote 
to  us  and  desired  we  let  him  know  what  part  of  America  you  settled  in.  We 
think  he  went  in  search  of  you.  I  hope  you  will  write  to  us  as  soon  as  possible 
and  let  us  know  how  you  are  settled.  If  you  can  give  me  any  encouragement, 
I  will  go  as  soon  as  possible  as  my  father  is  now  old  and  at  his  death  the 
lease  is  down  as  you  are  not  upon  the  ground.  I  have  six  children — three  sons 
and  three  daughters.  The  oldest  is  Betty  who  is  sixteen  years  of  age.  The 
second  is  John,  fourteen  years  of  age — the  third  is  James,  twelve.  The  fourth 
is  Nell,  eight  years  of  age.  Land  in  this  country  is  very  dear,  that  man  can 
do  nothing  for  his  children.  My  father  sends  you  his  blessing.  Desires  you 
to  remember  him  to  Mollie,  your  wife.  All  her  friends  are  in  good  health.  Her 
mother  is  dead  about  four  years.  Henry’s  wife  Margaret  died  forth  day  of 
this  month.  Your  uncle  Martin  and  his  son  are  both  dead.  Your  uncle  Sam 
and  family  are  in  good  health.  Dear  Brother,  I  hope  nothing  will  hinder  you 
from  writing  to  us  as  nothing  can  make  us  more  happy  than  to  hear  that  you 
and  your  wife  are  both  living.  Let  us  know  how  many  children  you  have  and 
if  your  son  John  is  living.  Let  us  know  if  you  came  to  any  loss  during  the 
war  and  how  far  you  are  settled  in  the  country  from  Charleston. 

No  more  at  present  from  your  loving  father  and  brother  Sam  Truesdale.”

Dear  Brother, 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  writing  to  you  hoping  these  few  lines  will  find 
you  and  your  family  in  good  health  as  we  are  at  present,  thanks  to  God  for  it. 
I  wrote  you  several  times  but  never  received  any  answer  since  one  letter  dated 
May  the  22,  1792,  directed  to  Samuel  Truesdale  of  Annakinchage.  I  will  now 
give  you  an  account  of  my  situation  and  way  of  living.  I  live  on  my  father’s 
farm  and  have  about  72  acres  for  which  I  pay  30  shillings  an  acre  since  the 
death  of  my  father.  He  died  Dec.  12,  1795.  I  have  expected  a  letter  from  you 
these  several  years  wanting  to  know  if  you  would  encourage  me  to  go  to  you, 
and  if  you  thought  the  place  would  answer  or  if  I  could  make  out  a  settlement. 
You  need  not  be  backward  to  encourage  me  for  if  I  were  there  I  would  be  in 
no  way  troublesome  to  you.  I  have  three  sons  and  three  daughters  well  grown 

up  and  _  for  any  business.  My  two  eldest  sons,  John  and  James  are 

weavers  and  we  live  mostly  by  the  linen  business  and  it  does  very  well  at 
present  here.  We  could  pay  all  our  passages  and  have  some  money  afterwards. 
Passage  is  very  high.  It  is  six  pounds  apiece,  and  find  themselves  in  provisions 
on  the  passage.  The  two  years  before  this  there  was  a  great  famine.  Meal  sold 
from  eight  to  nine  shillings  the  score,  and  the  present  year  it  sells  at  nine 
shillings  the  hundred,  and  potatoes  from  four  pence  to  six  pence  the  bushel. 
Thank  God,  the  famine  did  us  no  injury  for  trading  did  very  well  and  we  had 
plenty  of  money  to  buy  everything  we  wanted.  My  family  all  has  an  inclination 
to  go  to  you  as  there  is  no  chance  to  be  got  here,  land  is  so  dear  and  scarce. 
I  wish  to  know  if  there  is  any  call  for  weaving  there  or  if  it  would  be  a  good 
chance  to  take  a  quantity  of  eight  or  nine  hundred  Bleached  to  that  place. 
I  wish  to  know  how  that  sort  sells  by  the  yard  there.  I  would  wish  to  hear 
from  you  and  your  family  as  soon  as  possible.  I  hope  you  will  write  the  first 
opportunity  and  let  me  know  what  sort  of  clothing  is  most  needful  there,  or 
if  there  are  any  articles  here  you  would  wish  me  to  take  there. 

John  Hollingsworth  and  his  family  are  all  well,  and  by  his  second  marriage 
he  has  one  son  and  one  daughter.  He  lives  in  his  old  farm.  Within  a  few 
years  his  lease  will  be  out  and  it  will  cost  him  very  dear  afterwards.  Henry 
Hollansworth  is  living  and  is  well  and  is  married  the  third  time  and  lives  very 
poor — his  sons  John  and  James  live  on  the  course  of  Rothfriland  and  follow 
the  sawing  business.  Margaret  Hollansworth,  Mary  Semple’s  daughter,  lives 
on  the  course  of  Rothfriland  and  is  married  to  a  man  of  the  name  of  Broadfoot 
and  has  a  large  family.  My  uncle  Samuel  is  living  and  well.  He  lives  in  his 
father’s  farm  and  pays  twelve  shillings  an  acre.  His  sister  Nell  is  dead.  My 
uncle  Robert  is  living  and  well,  but  his  wife  is  dead.  My  brother  Robert  is 
living  and  well  and  is  married  the  second  time  and  lives  very  poor. 
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January  the  25,  1802,  we  had  a  storm  which  blew  down  several  houses  and 
tore  up  large  trees.  The  like  never  was  remembered  before  in  these  ages.  It 
lasted  about  ten  _

3.  Extract  from  a  letter  dated  Nov.  8,  1859,  from  James  Truesdale,  Monroe 
Co.,  N.  Y.  to  Jesse  Edward  Truesdale,  Kershaw,  S.  C.  (See  Chap.  5)  : 

“In  respect  to  our  relationship  I  can  give  you  a  genealogical  account  of 
our  families. 

Our  forefathers  came  from  England  in  the  year  1649  with  Oliver  Crom¬ 
well,1  who  came  with  an  army  of  12,000  men  to  subdue  the  Papists  that  were 
in  rebellion  against  the  British  Government.  They  were  also  murdering  the 
Protestants  throughout  Ireland.  The  Papists  had  made  a  stand  at  a  place 
called  Dregheda2  with  a  large  army,  it  being  walled  town  and  Oliver  Cromwell 
laid  siege  to  it  and  put  2,666  of  the  Papists  to  the  sword.  Our  forefathers 
fought  there  and  when  Oliver  had  captured  the  place  he  left  a  garrison  there 
in  it  and  went  to  the  city  of  Wetford.  Our  forefathers  were  left  at  Dregheda 
with  the  garrison.  When  Cromwell  had  completed  his  mission  to  Ireland  and 
peace  being  restored,  the  Truesdales  and  Hollingsworths  settled  somewhere 
about  Dregheda.  How  long  our  forefathers  stayed  there  I  cannot  exactly  tell, 
but  sometime  in  the  year  1700  a  family  of  the  Truesdales  and  a  family  of 
the  Hollingsworths  left  their  friends  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  Dreg¬ 
heda  and  came  to  the  province  of  Ulster,  county  of  Down  and  town  of  Rothe- 
freland  and  settled  there  where  there  is  a  number  of  their  offspring.  They  re¬ 
side  there  to  this  day  (1859). 

My  grandmother  and  grandfather  had  five  sons — John,1  Samuel,  Thomas, 
James  and  Robert.  John  was  your  grandfather  and  Samuel  was  my  father. 
Your  grandfather  and  my  father  were  full  brothers. 

I  have  never  known  of  any  of  our  friends  coming  to  this  country;  only 
your  grandfather  and  my  family.  Others  of  that  name  might  be  of  the  Trues¬ 
dales  that  remained  at  Dregheda.  Some  of  the  Hollingsworths  went  to  British

“I  have  now  before  me  a  letter1  from  your  grandfather,  dated  May  22,  1792, 
which  says,  ‘South  Carolina,  Kershaw  County,  Hanging  Rock.’  Part  of  it  is 
directed  to  his  uncle  Samuel  Truesdale,  part  to  his  father  and  brothers.  He 
allowed  to  direct  to  John  Truesdale  on  Hanging  Rock,  Kershaw  County  and 
in  care  of  Mr.  William  Scott  King  next  to  John  Anderson  in  Camden,  Merchant. 
If  you  have  any  curiosity  in  seeing  the  letter  that  I  have  from  your  grandfather, 
I  would  send  it  to  you.  It  is  67  years  against  the  22nd  of  May  since  it  was 
written  and  I  have  it  in  pretty  good  preservation.  Intending  to  go  to  South 
Carolina  my  father  gave  it  to  me  to  take  along  with  me — so  I  kept  it  to  this 
time.  I  have  nothing  more  particular  to  mention  that  I  think  of  at  present.

“When  I  left  Ireland  I  was  fully  determined  to  go  to  South  Carolina.  I 
had  to  come  by  way  of  Quebec  (Canada)  there  being  no  ship  bound  for  either 
New  York  or  Charleston.  I  came  from  Quebec  to  Rochester  (N.  Y.)  at  that 
time.  The  Erie  Canal  was  a-building  and  on  account  of  me  belonging  to  a 
certain  society  I  was  employed  to  superintend  work  on  the  canal  at  20  shillings 
per  day.  I  continued  at  that  as  long  as  there  was  work  to  be  done  at  it.  I  then 
fell  in  to  the  building  of  the  acqueduct,  having  learned  the  mason  trade  and 
engineering,  so  that  induced  me  to  stop  at  Rochester.  There  I  purchased  100 
acres  of  good  land  at  $15  the  acre.  I  learned  the  mason  trade  in  Ireland,  also 
arithmetic,  navigation  and  surveying  which  enabled  me  to  get  good  employ 
and  good  wages  .  .  .”

William  Welch  was  one  of  ten  men  elected  to  the  South  Carolina  Legislature 
(under  Gov.  Rutledge)  held  at  Camden,  S.  C.  in  Jan.  1782,  which  was  one  of 
several  such  sessions  held  there  because  of  war-time  conditions  in  Columbia, 
the  state  capital.  No  one  who  had  ever  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the  enemy  nor 
taken  British  protection,  was  eligible  to  serve  in  the  South  Carolina  Legislature.1

Confederate  Hero,  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C.

Sergeant  Richard  Kirkland,  2nd  S.  C.  Regt.,  C.  S.  A.,  bom  in  Flat  Rock 
community,  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C.,  won  lasting  fame  and  honor  by  the  heroism 
he  displayed  at  Fredericksburg,  Va.,  when  he  carried  water  to  the  wounded 
and  dying  enemy  on  the  battlefield. 

The  Battle  of  Fredericksburg,  Va.,  a  Confederate  victory,  fought  11-15  Dec. 
1862  was  one  of  the  bloodiest  and  most  disastrous  defeats  of  the  War. 
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West  of  Fredericksburg  at  the  foot  of  Marye’s  Heights  was  Sunken  Road, 
so  named  for  the  stone  walls  on  each  side.  Here  the  battle  raged  for  several 
days  and  the  cries  of  suffering  from  the  many  fallen  Federal  soldiers  lying 
between  the  road  and  their  lines  touched  the  heart  of  Richard  Kirkland.  On 
14  Dec.  1862  he  approached  Gen.  Joseph  B.  Kershaw,  also  from  Kershaw  Co., 
S.  C.,  with  his  request. 

Later,  Gen.  Kershaw  said,  “I  felt  when  I  gave  young  Kirkland  permission 
to  go  over  the  wall  that  I  was  signing  his  death  warrant.” 

Kirkland  gathered  all  the  canteens  he  could  carry,  filled  them  with  water 
and  alone  and  unarmed  went  over  the  stone  walls  to  a  wounded  soldier  and 
gave  him  water  to  drink,  spoke  a  word  of  sympathy,  made  him  more  com¬ 
fortable,  left  water  beside  him  and  then  moved  on  to  the  next  man.  The 
firing  stopped  and  cheers  went  up  from  both  sides.  When  his  water  was 
gone,  he  hurried  back  for  more  and  the  firing  was  resumed,  to  stop  again 
when  he  reappeared  on  the  wall.  For  one  and  a  half  hours,  Kirkland  pur¬ 
sued  his  work  of  mercy  until  he  had  ministered  to  all  the  wounded  enemy 
in  front  of  Sunken  Road. 

Next  spring  he  fought  with  Lee  at  Chancellorsville,  then  at  Gettysburg 
where  he  again  distinguished  himself  and  was  made  a  Lieutenant.  He  was 
killed  at  the  Battle  of  Chickamauga,  “the  bloodiest  battle  of  the  War”,  fought 
19-20  Sept.  1863  in  northern  Georgia  in  the  struggle  for  Chattanooga.  Shot 
through  the  heart  in  the  hour  of  victory,  his  last  thoughts  and  words  were 
for  the  safety  of  his  men. 

The  present  home  known  as  the  4  Mile  House,  located  four  miles  north  of 
Camden,  S.  C.,  was  the  home  of  Richard  Kirkland’s  parents  and  the  “stop” 
near  there  was  called  Kirkland.  During  the  last  year  of  the  Confederate  War, 
bands  of  Northern  raiders  came  through  this  section  and  tradition  is  that 
when  an  officer  of  one  such  group  of  raiders  learned  that  this  was  the  home 
of  Richard  Kirkland,  the  hero  of  Fredericksburg,  he  ordered  a  guard  placed 
around  the  house  so  that  it  would  not  be  harmed  or  molested. 

Richard  Kirkland  had  several  brothers,  among  them,  William  Kirkland,  and 
one  sister,  Mary  Caroline  Kirkland  who  married  Seaborn  Jones  Truesdel  (see 
No.  106,  Chap.  6) 

Many  articles,  stories  and  monuments  have  told  the  story  of  the  bravery 
and  compassion  of  Richard  Kirkland  of  Kershaw  Co.,  S.  C. 

INSCRIPTION,  Water  Fountain  in  Park,  Camden,  S.  C. :  To  Richard  Kirk¬ 
land,  in  comemoration  of  his  heroism  at  Fredericksburg  Dec.  13,  1862.  Christ- 
like  compassion  moved  him  to  leap  over  the  stone  wall,  a  mark  for  hostile 
guns  and  carry  water  again  and  again  to  the  suffering  foe  fallen  thick  in 
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front.  “Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this”. — A  tribute  from  the  school  chil¬ 
dren  of  Camden,  A.D.  1910. 

INSCRIPTION,  Memorial  Stone,  U.  D.  C.  Plot,  Quaker  Cemetery,  Camden, 
S.  C. :  Richard  Kirkland,  C.  S.  A. — At  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  risked  his 
life  to  carry  water  to  wounded  and  dying  enemies  and  at  the  Battle  of  Chicka- 
mauga  laid  down  that  life  for  his  country. — 1843-1863. — “If  thine  enemy  thirst, 
give  him  drink.” — Erected  by  the  John  B.  Kennedy  Chapter,  U.  D.  C.
